Gafney Library has a new face this year. In the spring and 
summer the roof was reshingled and the trim painted. With the 
help of the Friends of the Library, combination screen and storm 
windows were installed in December. 


A hard cover book sale was held on the front lawn cf the 
library by Mr. Alden Young, assisted by Mrs. Chris Sargent, in 
July and the proceeds were used to have a very old book rebound.

During the past year gifts of books were received from Mrs. 
Ralph Cox, Dr. Frank Heck, Lillian Brown and Gafney Library 
which are very much appreciated. Also a fund was' established 
in memory of Mr. Earle Cox which will be used for the purchase 
of books. 


Your librarian has been researching the origin of this library 
and has come up with some interesting information. The library 
was first established in 1797 as a corporation with shares sold 
at $3.00, or the equivalent in books, to 48 individuals. We have 
the names of these people if anyone is interested. The books were 
kept in the home of the librarian who was elected by the share- 
holders once a year at their annual meeting. 


Not a great deal is known from 1834 until around the turn 
of the century when the library building was enlarged through 
a gift by Mr. Seth Low, President of Columbia University and 
one time mayor of New York. In 1895 Mr. Low gave Columbia 
University $1 million dollars to be used to build a library on their 
new campus in Morningside. In 1902 he gave Wakefield the 
present building in memory of his mother, Ellen Almira Dow, a 
native of Wakefield. It was obviously his intention to have it 
resemble the beautiful Columbia Library as much as he could. 
The curator of Low Memorial Library at Columbia and I have 
established that there are many similarities. He was enough 
interested in Wakefield Library to place pictures and information, 
which I sent him, in the permanent files at Columbia. The Wake- 
field Library building is considered an architectural gem by many.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the 
State of New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has 
created a forest fire prevention and suppression program that is 
recognized as superior throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the 
state and local community governments have worked together 
to prevent and combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester 
to work with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this 
effort. State funds: are used to pay one-half the cost of forest 
fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, 
within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. State 
funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools 
to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in 
forest fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, is permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from 
your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a 
permit when one is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.
